•will nams delegates to the state 
convention, which in turn will se- 
>ect those which will cast Texas' 
46 votes in the national meeting 
In 'Chicago. 
Harold L,. Ickes, secretary of 
,* the interior, will be the first of 
the cabinet members to come to 
Texas. 
He' is to address 
the 
chamber of commerce In Kllgore on 
JJarch 27 and will inspect the 
East Texas oil field. 
, 
Postmaster General James 
A. 


% Farley, who also is chairman of 
the Democratic national executive 
committee, will be in Texas the 
following v/eeek, his schdule call- 
Ing for visits to Dallas, Hillsboro, 
Marlln and College Station 
on 
April 4, and to Tyler, Longvlew 
and Marshall on April 5. 
Secretary Hull Invited. 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
has been Invited by the city of 
San Antonio to make an address 
there during the 
Pan-American 
Week, probably about April 15, 
and, while no definite reply has 
been received, Mayor Maury Mav- 
erick says Hull has accepted ten- 
tatively, subject to foreign events.

government and party circles, os- 
tensibly will be coming to Texas 
for political -purposes, but their 


. visits will be surrounded and per- 
tneated through and through by 
political talk, if not by them,

Ickes presumably will say some- 
thing about oil.

the fact that Ickes IB one of the 
taw men in this country who 
couM be called the leading ex- 
ponent of a third term for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. He Is being cred- 
ited with settling a controversy

term. 


Farley Guest of Germany. 
In Dallas, Farley, himself a po- 
tential candidate for the nomi- 
nation, will be the breakfast guest 
of E. B. Germany, chairman of 
the state Democratic 
executive 
committee and co-chairman of the 
National Garner for President or- 
ganization, 
At College Station Farley will 
inspect the cadet corps, at Long- 
view will dedicate a new federal 
building and at Marshall will ad- 
dress the Texas Postmasters' Con- 
vention, In the last city being the 
guest of Myron Blalock, state 
chairman of the Garner campaign 
and a former chairman of the 
state Democrtlc committee.

Cotton, surgeons of Tulane Uni- 
versity and Louisiana state medi- 
cal schools declared today, has the 
advantages of being smoother than 
either linen or silk and thus does l 
not provoke the Irritations of th« 
tiny blood vessels of the 
body 


which cause flbrosis, 
or tissue 


growth through and around th» 
stitches. 


It Is also preferable to catgut, 


one surgeon declared, because it 
is not absorbed rapidly in the body. 
Catgut disintegrates within a few 
days and unless a wound has heal- 
ed properly the edges may reopen 
and make a second operation nec- 
essary.

not be broken until ready for use; 
beat eggs separately; line cake

GREATEST EVENT IN HISTORY 


BEFELL ON FIRST EASTER * 


Other Turning Points in Progress of Race 


Contrasted With Power Upon Human Life 
of Death and Resurrection of Jesus Christ— 
Some Jerusalem Recollections. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


One clear result of the present 


world crisis has been the turning 
of thoughtful minds to the study of 
history. 
Many big books 
have 


been 
published 
during 
recent 


months concerning the large-scale 
experience of human life. 
There 


never has been such a digging Into 
the past as wo are now 
seeing. 


Events and personalities on the 
huge canvas of 
human 
affairs 


have been made to live again for 
us. 
The 
major 
experiences In 


man's long story now are reviewed 
anew. 
These are the days .of 


thought-starting 
literature; 
even 


though the mass of trash for the 
unthinking is also multiplying. 


After all has been surveyed and 


summed up, what was the most 
determinative event in the experi- 
ence of our race? Was It Rome's 
rise and sway? Or the victories of 
Alexander the Great? Or the mad 
onsweep of the hordes of Ghengis 
Khan? Or the emergence from the 
desert of Mohammedanism and Its 
conquests? Or the Crusades? Or 
the Reformation? Or the discov- 
ery of America? Or 
Napoleon's 


Imperialism? Or the utilization of 
steam and electricity, with the 
consequent mastery of civilization 
by the machine? 


Tho Event That Cluingod All 
To ask these questions is to an- 


swer them. 
Greater by far, In 


manifold significance to the prog- 
ress of mankind, was the death 
and resurrection of Jesus Christ, 
He gave a now date to calendars. 
His victory over the g r a v e 
changed all the course of his- 
tory, and is still changing It. New 
standards of life, and a new pur- 
pose in living, have steadily flown 
from Joseph of Arimathea's new 
tomb, opened by the power of the 
Resurrection. Hope eternal for all 
men came into the world on that 
first Easter morn. 


Not only was the whole outlook 


and objective of civilization altered 
by the death and rising of Christ, 
and thus, by the creation of a new 
foi'ce and standards for all na- 
tions and men, but also a now out- 
look upon existence after 
death 


was Imparted. Man's vague and 
Inextinguishable belief that the 
human spirit was not born to die 
was clarified and made definite 
by Jesus, who "brought life and 
immortality to light." 
No longer 


are hopeless tears of grief shed 
upon the biers of the dear dead. 
"He is not here; He Is risen" Is 
the Easter message that has made 
life new for uncounted bereaved. 


In the ultimate experience, all of 


us turn to the Immortal words of 
hope, found in the New Testament. 
No matter how a man has lived, 
his dear ones seek for him a Chris- 
tian burial. 
A certain 
famous 


New York 
agnostic philosopher, 


whose teachings have upset the 
faith of many, was bereaved of 
his wife. 
Did he lay her away 


with some beautiful ritual of athe- 
ism? No; he called for the services 
of a Christian minister, and had 
sung the old Christian hymns that 
had been his 
wife's 
favorites. 


Stripped to stark reality by grief, 
we turn to the resurrection of the 
Crucified as our only comfort.

We recall that huge 
glorious, 


mad adventure of the Crusades, 
which sought to rescue the actual 
tomb of Jesus from the Moslems, 
Yet the Holy Sepulcher's Identity 
Is uncertain. Tradition, to which

Outside the city wall, near the 


Damascus Gate, is what Is called 
"Gordon's Calvary," and beneath 
It Is the Garden Tomb, owned by 
Protestants. 
This strikingly ful- 


fills the conditions of the Gospel 
narrative, and many persons fer- 
vently acclaim him as the veritable 
grave of Christ. But the historical 
evidence, and especially the loca- 
tion of the old walls, as studied 
by the archaeologists, seems to fa- 
vor the Holy Sepulcher 
church, 


rather than the Garden Tomb. 


What matter? Not

place of burial, but the stupendous 
truth that Jesus 
broke 
death's 


bonds, and forever lives, -Is the 
really important truth.

Resurrection—and an

Gospel, or a Harmony of the Gos- 
pels, is a great help in this study— 
one Is struck by the significance 
of the fact that every appearance 
of the risen Lord was a surprise 
to the persons witnessing it.

consolation to the unseen presence 
of their departed dear ones.

freight rates. Rail and pipe line 
rates already arc regulated by the 
commission. 
Shippers from gulf coast ports 
are having to absorb the increase 
in prices. Uusually there has been 
a sufficient 
differential 
between 
gulf coast and eastern 
seaboard 
prices on oil and its products to 
absorb prevailing 
transportation 
costs. For instance, when the rate 
was 14 cents a barrel last August, 
70 octane motor fuel was quoted 
on the gulf coast at 5 1-1 to 5 1-Z 
cents a gallon, while the price for 
the same product in New York 
harbor was 6 to 6 1-2 cents a gal- 
lon.No Increase In Market Price 


Today, however, the oilmen la- 


ment, while there has been a 450 ' 
per cent increase in tanker rates 
there has been no corresponding 
increase 
in market 
quotations. 


Motor fuel is selling at from 5 1-2 
to 6 1-4 cents a gallon on the gulf 
coast now; the same product sells 
for 6 1-1 to 7 1-2 cents a gallon 
in New York. 
The situation bns resolved Into 
a well-concealed struggle between 
the few who hnvc tankers and 
the many who have none. Neither 
«lde cares to talk much about it. 
Those who have no tankers say 
they are dependent on those who 
have. 
Under such circumstances 
they feel it would not be healthy 
for them to talk.
